The Lee County Board on Tuesday wrestled 
with a money problem and was complimented by 
County Clerk John Stouffer by saying, “The public 
should realize the County Board has made an effort 
to hold the property tax rate down by three cents 
(per $100 of assessed valuation) 
The comment came after the board had decided 
to have County Treasurer Sharon Thompson pay the 
Public Building Commission (PBC) the $8 2,000 an­ 
nual payment on the county nursing home before 
Stouffer computes the tax levies for 1976 so the tax­ 
pay ers of the county will not have to pay for this 
amount. 


The q uestion discussed is the money will have to 
be paid to the PBC in January or February although 
the date to make the payment is not until November 
but if the county held the funds until the payment is 
due about $4,000 in interest could be earned. 
Opting to make the early payment so the tax 
rate may be three cents less, Stouffer noted the PBC 
will invest the money until it must be paid to bond­ 
holders and will earn about the same amount of in­ 
terest the county would if the money was kept. He 
observed in the long run the taxpay er will benefit 
becau^ of the inter^t to be earned by the PBC by 
investing the prepaid annual payment, because it 
will serve to reduce the amount taxpay ers will have 
to pay for the final payment to bondholders. 


The Finance Committee had suggested funds 
from final settlement of sale of the nursing home 
property near Eldena be used to pay an annual pay ­ 
ment on the new facility so taxpayers will not be di­ 
rectly taxed for one y ear for funds to make the an­ 
nual remittance to bondholders. 
After being addressed by Chief Circuit Judge 
James E. Bales and Circuit Judge Thomas Horn­ 
sby, the board on a 16-8 vote extended the 4 per cent 
and $5 per month raise for county employes to in­ 
clude the probation officers and Francis Bangston, 


county zoning officer. 
The judges pointed out the probation officers 
were not included when the board gave a blanket 
raise to “Courthouse” employes. 
Grace Balser, District 4, member of the Health 
and Welfare Committee, reminded the board Rob­ 
ert Roiland, administrator of the nursing home, had 
not received a pay raise and asked he also be in­ 
cluded. This req uest was rejected. 
Paul Hamersmith, District 3, member of the 
County Services Committee, complained the Fi­ 
nance Committee also disregarded the committee’s 
recommended raises be given to Bangston, William 
Killion, county poundmaster, and to Earl Kelchner , 
county Civil Defense director. 


The board did not reconsider pay hikes for Kil­ 
lion and Kelchner. 
While Judge Bales was making his plea for the 
pay raises, he took occasion to compliment the inte­ 
rior remodeling of the Courthouse. 
He also reported the courts turn over to the 
county about $200,000 in fines each year. “The 
state’s attorney and the sheriff will tell you they are 
the ones who are responsible for bringing in this 
money to the county, but I tell you the county would 
not get this money if it were not for the judges.” 


Warren Faber, District 2, chairman. Rules 
Committee, got approval for increasing the amount 
paid for space used as polling places from $15 to $25. 
Bernard Sexton, District 4, wanted to know, 
“How many places refused having polling places in 
their establishments because we pay $15, or is this 
something somebody wants to do?” 
Faber replied, “The committee hopes to get 
letter places in which persons may vote and be­ 
lieves this may cause more people to come out to 
vote.” 
Stouffer reported the county paid the Rock Riv­ 
er Production Credit Association $30 last year for 
permission to have a polling place in that office. 


The board ratified the contracts for providing 
police protection in Ashton and Amboy. The con­ 
tracts call for each village to pay $18 ,000 for the 
service which is provided by the county sheriff. 
On a voice vote the board passed a recommen­ 
dation from the Rules Committee which called for 
an amendment in the Illinois Constitution which 
would change the procedure of electing judges from 
having them run for retention to req uiring them to 
be elected as other candidates are and to reduce the 
terms of office from nine to four years. 
During the discussion. State’s Atty. Patrick 
Ward, asked, “Does anybody want to know what the 
judges think about this?” 
Nobody did. 
The board received a resignation from Blaine 
Allen, member of the board from District 2, becaase 
of ill health. 
On a 17-7 vote the board agreed the Courthouse 
shall be closed the afternoon of Dec. 24 and all day 
Dec. 26.

Dixon Dollar winners

“I’ve got a lot of money in the 
cornfield . . . I got it from Mr. 
Smith y esterday ,” a Lee Coun­ 
ty deputy sheriff testified in re­ 
calling statements made by 13- 
year-old Scott Kagay, accused 
in the Aug. 11 shooting death of 
an Amboy man. 
Deputy Sheriff William Haws 
was the first witness to take the 
stand during a juvenile court 
hearing called to determine 
whether statements made by 
the boy to police should be sup­ 
pressed. 
Kagay sat calmly in court 
with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Donald Kagay, former Amboy 
residents now living in (jíene- 
seo, while Haws pieced togeth­ 
er events surrounding the 
shooting of Harold Smith, found 


lying in his orchard at 321 S. 
Jefferson St. in Amboy. He was 
shot once in the head with a 
small-caliber bullet, according 
to the coroner’s report. 
Haws, a friend of the family, 
said he was sitting with Scott on 
the front steps of the Kagay 
home the day after the shooting 
when Scott talked about hiding 
money in a nearby cornfield. 
Haws said Scott took him to the 
field where a wallet was recov­ 
ered containing the money, es­ 
timated at more than $270. 
The deputy sheriff said he 
was called to the home to inves­ 
tigate a report of Scott being 
missing. “She (Mrs. Kagay) 
was worried— she felt he might 
do something to hurt himself,” 
Haws testified. The two went 
out in Haws’ sq uad car, and af­ 


ter looking for Scott, returned 
to the Kagay home and found 
Scott sitting on the front steps. 
It was there that Scott related 
his story about the money. 
Under q uestioning 
from 
State’s Atty. Patrick E. Ward, 
Haws related two other occa­ 
sions when Scott gave state­ 
ments to police, one of which 
was taped by Sheriff Ray Nehr- 
ing on Aug. 11, the night of the 
shooting, and the second at 
Singer Zone Center, Rockford, 
where Scott was voluntarily 
committed the day after the 
shooting. 
While explaining to the court 
his reason for going to the Ka­ 
gay home the night of the shoot­ 
ing, Haws said he was instruct­ 
ed to do so after Scott was seen 
near the shooting scene— “At 


the time we thought it to be an 
accidental shooting.” 
Haws said Scott was watch­ 
ing television when he first saw 
the youth at his house. “He did 
not appear shook-up nor excit­ 
ed— 
he 
was 
watching 
‘S.W.A.T.* “ From there. Haws 
accompanied the boy and his 
parents to the Smith home 
where Scott gave a statement to 
police. 


While at Singer, on Sept. 24, 
Kagay gave another statement 
to police. “He was happy to see 
us,” Haws told the court, refer­ 
ring to his meeting with the boy 
at Singer while accompanied by 
Nehring. 
Public Defender William 
Sturgeon objected to Haws’ 
making observations concern­ 


ing Scott’s attitude at the time 
of the Singer meeting. 
Nehring was expected to take 
the witness stand later and re­ 
late the content of the state­ 
ments given by Scott. 


Under cross-examination. 
Sturgeon asked Haws if he was 
testifying because he was con­ 
cerned for the boy. He replied, 
“Yes, I am.” 
“Would you like to see him 
convicted?” Sturgeon fired 
back. 


“I would like to see some­ 
thing done for his well-being,” 
said Haws. 
“I want a yes or no answer— 
do you want to see him convict­ 
ed?” said Sturgeon. 
“I don’t choose to answer that 
q uestion,” replied Haws. 
Pike to drop contempt action against Kissinger

House intelligence committee 
chairman Otis G. Pike said to­ 
day he will drop contempt of 
C(xigress action against Secre­ 
tary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger. 
'The move came after the 
White House briefed a com­ 
mittee delegation on State De­ 
partment req uests for covert 
U.S. operations abroad. Kissin­ 
ger had refused to give the 
panel documents covering the 
covert activities. 
Pike said information pro­ 
duced at the briefing substan­ 
tially complied with a com­ 
mittee subpoena. 
Asked as he walked into the 
committee room this morning if 
he would drop the contempt 
vote, Pike replied, “Yeah.” 
Minutes later. Pike told the 
committee he planned to go to 
OTIS G. PIKE 


the House floor later in the day 
and “state that we have sub­ 
stantial compliance on this sub­ 
poena and the issue is moot.” 
Pike made the announcement 
after committee counsel A. 
Searle Field said the delegation 
received a “very good assur­ 
ance” at the White House on 
Tuesday that the subpoenaed 
State Department documents, 
covering covert activities dat­ 
ing back to 1961, will be turned 
over. 
Field said William Hyland, 
director of the State Depart­ 
ment’s Bureau of Intelligence, 
briefed the delegation in detail 
on 20 such State Department 
req uests. 
Hyland read directly from 
the State Department recom­ 
mendations and from minutes 
on highly sensitive National Se­ 
curity Council 40 Committee 


consideration of the req uests. 
Field said. 
Pike said earlier if the dele­ 
gation reported reaching a sat­ 
isfactory 
compromise, 
“ob­ 
viously that ends the matter.” 
The New York Democrat said 
he had not talked with any 
members who attended the 
briefing. But two delegation 
members said the White House 
provided full details of the 
State Department req uests for 
covert operations, including two 
that were rejected. 
TTie two members also said 
they were confident the delega­ 
tion would recommend that the 
contempt action against Kissin­ 
ger should be dropped. 
“It looks fine,” said Rep. Les 
Aspin, D-Wis. “Everybody went 
away happy. Every point that 
was raised was accommodated 
in some way.” 


The other member of the del- 
^ation, who asked not to be 
q uoted by name, said the mem­ 
bers were briefed from minutes 
of the National Security Council 
40 Committee. He said the min­ 
utes detailed each of the 19 op­ 
eration proposals, including “a 
couple” that were rejected. 
He said White House officials, 
including Ford adviser Jack 
Marsh, answered all q uestions 
and the congressmen and staff 
members freely took notes on 
the top secret information. 
“That was a real break­ 
through,” the committee mem­ 
ber said. “They just gave us 
everything.” 
Pike said he sent the delega­ 
tion to the White House after 
Ford’s aide expanded a Ford 
compromise offer that Pike had 
rejected earlier. 
The chairman said he told his 


committee he would ask for a 
House contempt vote against 
Kissinger today unless the ex­ 
panded offer was in “substan­ 
tial compliance” with the com­ 
mittee subpoena. 
Ford offered last week to 
identify to the committee all 
U.S. covert operations since 
1961 that had been req uested by 
the State Department. 


But Pike said the subpoena 
had ordered Kissinger to turn 
over all State Department re­ 
q uests for such operations, not 
just those that were approved 
and actually carried out. 
Pike said Marsh expanded 
the offer Tuesday afternoon to 
include State Department oper­ 
ation req uests that were re­ 
jected and to specifically identi­ 
fy all operations req uested by 
the State Department.

Joseph McDonough, a career 


school administrator, brother to 
the chairman of the school 
committee, was appointed fed­ 
eral receiver and took over 
running racially tense South 
Boston High School today. 
About 200 white pupils and 
150 blacks had entered the 
school without incident today, 
slightly below the normal at­ 
tendance of between 400 and 
500 of recent weeks. 
The president of the faculty 
senate at South Boston High, 
John Cunningham, said the 
group would meet today to de­ 
cide what action might be tak­ 
en to protest Garrity ’s decision. 
Cunningham said the faculty 
will consider boycotting the 
school. 
“We deplore the action taken 
by the federal court,” Cunning­ 
ham said. “We are entering the 
building today under protest 
and extreme anguish only to 
assure the protection of the stu­ 
dents. I’m just sick to my 
stomach.” 
The judge ruled against the 
NAACP’s req uest to close the 
school, deciding instead on the 
transfer of administration. 'The 
NAACP claimed black students 
had been harassed and beaten 
by white students.

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Colby and Helms are 
good at espionage 


“Mayb e if we d o n ’t lo o k, it wo n ’t h u rt!”

Central Intelligence Agency 
Director William E. Colby , a pro­ 
fessional of u tter d ecency bat­ 
tered mercilessly by the CIA in­ 
v estigations, has a rare talent 
that mak es his u nk nown serv ices 
enormou s. 
Insid e the CIA, Colby ’s col­ 
leagu es wou ld walk barefoot on 
glass for him. So they wou ld hav e 
for retired Director Richard M. 
Helms. Both hav e serv ed ou r 
cou ntry with immense d istinc­ 
tion. 
In the nerv y world of espion­ 
age where the u nseen battles are 
fou ght, the prize—and priceless— 
information need ed is: What are 
the enem y ’s intentions and capa­ 
bilities? This can mean d ealing 
with d efectors from behind the 
Iron 
Cu rtain 
and 
Colby —lik e 
Helms—had to d eal with them. 
Both d id so wisely , q u ietly and 
well. 
Each d efector is u su ally a pe­ 
cu liar person. He consid ers his 
strange new freed om especially 
preciou s becau se to acq u ire it he 
has had to giv e u p most things 
that men think worthwhile—their 
nativ e land , 
their fam ilies, 
friend s, work , possessions. He is 
also in a no-man’s land becau se 
those he left consid er him a trai­ 
tor—and so d o those to whom he 
has come. 
The first ru le is to gain the d e­ 
fector’s tru st. This is the rarest 
feeling of all in the mind of a man 
whose only chance of self-preser­ 
v ation has for y ears forced him to 
alert himself to the smallest im ­ 
pu lses of su spicion. 
A k nowled geable d efector is 
u sefu l to the United States for the 
information he can su pply . Mere­ 
ly to accept him for asy lu m is 
easy . Bu t when the d efector has 
told all he k nows, his u sefu lness 
end s. 
The far greater prize is to 
somehow persu ad e a d efector not 
to d efect bu t, instead , to retu rn 
home—if that is possible—and be­ 
come ou r agent. In short, a d ou ­ 
ble-agent. 
F req u ently the persu asion 
time is ex tremely limited . The 
d efector may be a Sov iet commis­ 
sion member arriv ing in the West 
for a conference for only a few 
d ay s before d u e back in Moscow. 
Bu t what if the d efector is a 
plant on u s? 
All major gov ernments sorely . 


d esperately need ey es and ears 
abroad that they can d epend on. 
Bu t a penetrated CIA is not ju st a 
bad intelligence serv ice. Instead 
of being an ind ispensable ey e, it 
can become a d angerou sly cred u ­ 
lou s ear and a d eceiv ing v oice d e­ 
stroy ing its own pu rpose of ou r 
national secu rity . 
Espionage’s highest lau rel 
goes to the ex ecu tiv e willing to 
d ecid e whether a man is a plant 
or a tru e d efector and d ecid e it 
right. Among CIA colleagu es, 
Colby and Helms receiv ed that 
lau rel. 


It is an ex cru ciating d ecision 
req u iring an almost intu itiv e ap­ 
proach. It req u ires that rare com­ 
bination of a logical brain which 
su d d enly can be switched into the 
u ntu itiv e approach. Behind the 
scenes, Colby and Helms possess­ 
ed this. 
A competent agent planted in 
the gu ise of a d efector has a q u es­ 
tioning mind that is think ing all 
the time, bu t d oes not show it, 
u su ally follows u p by any d ebat­ 
ing ad v antage he has and only 
tells lies that contain mu ch tru th. 
Bu t gathering the d efector’s 
information is lik e mak ing cheese 
from sou r milk . If y ou sq u eeze the 
mu slin bag to force it, it’s ru ined . 
A good interrogator collects the 
d efector’s information d rip by 
d rip. And nothing is nothing in the 
espionage bu siness. 
The interrogator mu st, hy p­ 
notically , retu rn again and again 
to any tiny crack in the smooth 
su rface of the d efector’s story . 
Coincid ences d o happen in life, 
bu t the good interrogator is v ery 
su spiciou s of them. 
And in the face of the d anger 
signals, Colby and Helms cou ld 
u se silence lik e a langu age of its 
own when the d efector tried to 
d raw them off on a d ozen false 
trails lik e a bewild ered hou nd be­ 
hind a fox . 
Espionage d eals with both the 
actu al and the possible and It is 
easy to believ e that a ru mor is on­ 
ly a my th. Here, again, is the need 
for an intu itiv e approach. For 
su d d enly the ru mor may become 
a perilou s tru th. Then it can be too 
late. 
In espionage it is good intelli­ 
gence to think the u nthink able. 
And Colby alway s had this ability 
in the interest of the United 
States.

If pu blic su pport of cu ltu ral 
activ ities in America was propor­ 
tionately as great and as su s­ 
tained as that of bu siness, the arts 
in this cou ntry wou ld be in v ery 
good shape, ind eed .

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Kissinger walking 
on eggs nowadays 


WASHINGTON (LENS)— If 
American foreign policy is going 
throu gh a stick y patch, so is its 
principal architect, Henry Kissin­ 
ger. 
In an earlier stick y patch 18 
months ago, d u ring the ru n-u p to 
Presid ent Nix on’s resignation, 
Kissinger confronted the jou rnal­ 
ists at Salzbu rg, remind ing them 
that they had spok en of him as 
“irritated , angered , flu stered and 
d iscombobu lated ,’’ and ad d ing: 
“All thse word s are correct.” 
He flew off to China withou t 
hav ing repeated the threat he u t­ 
tered then, to resign if he were not 
v ind icated . All that can be ob­ 
serv ed , ju d ging from his casu al 
asid es and wry jok es more than 
from any straightforward d ecla­ 
ration, is that once again his 
mood is one of bru ised prid e, and 
once again he is somber abou t the 
fu tu re. 
What are the many griefs that 
Kissinger is sick of now? Well, the 
select intelligence committee of 
the Hou se of Representativ es first 
serv ed su bpoenas on him, d e­ 
mand ed the d eliv ery of internal 
d ocu ments of the Kenned y , John­ 
son, Nix on and Ford Ad ministra­ 
tions some of which the White 
Hou se and the state d epartment 
refu sed to hand ov er, and then on 
Nov . 20 reported Kissinger to the 
fu ll Hou se as being in contempt of 
Congress for this refu sal. 
Two of the three su bpoenas re­ 
fer to papers su pposed ly held by 
the National Secu rity Cou ncil, 
and as it happens Kissinger lost 
his job as the head of the NSC in 
Presid ent Ford ’s reshu ffle fiv e 
week s ago. Thu s he wou ld be in no 
position to comply with the su b­ 
poena shou ld he wish to, which he 
assu red ly d oes not. 
One of these papers is a letter 
said to hav e been written by the 
recently d ismissed secretary of 
d efense, Jam es Schlesinger, list­ 
ing Sov iet v iolations of the strate­ 
gic arm s limitation agreement. 
Schlesinger has d enied that su ch 
a letter ex isted . 
If the d enial is some help to 
Kissinger, Wf i« still left with the 
reflection that a better-organized 
White Hou se response to the d e­ 
mand s of the Pik e committee 
wou ld hav e spared him the an­ 
noy ance of hav ing his cond u ct 
mad e the su bject of a contempt 
d ebate in Congress. Thank s to 
Presid ent Ford ’s reshu ffle, the 
White Hou se has had other things 
to worry abou t in these past 
week s Jthan co-ord inating its re­ 
sponses. 
Ford has been campaigning 
for the Repu blican nomination, 
and that req u ired him to d ismiss 
his secretary of d efense and re­ 
mov e Kissinger from the corner 
office which he has occu pied so 
long in the west wing of the White 
Hou se—am ong other changes, 
natu rally . 
Any id ea that the reshu ffle 
represented a v ictory by Kissin­ 
ger ov er Schlesinger, if it was 
ev er worth any thing, can be for­ 
gotten. The tru th is that, in their 
well-pu blicized d ifferences ov er 
the past few months, the d iploma­ 
tic establishment represented by 
Kissinger and the d efense estab­ 
lishment represented by Schles­ 
inger were each stand ing u p for 
their v iew of the national interest, 
and each will continu e to d o so 
thou gh the chief of the one has 
been weak ened and the chief of 
the other remov ed . 
When he talk s abou t his rela­ 


tions with Moscow, Kissinger has 
tak en to u sing the word “coex ist­ 
ence” instead of the word “d e­ 
tente”—a d ev ice intend ed to help 
k eep his Sov iet policy clear of the 
d omestic political ju ngle that 
threatens to inv ad e it. 
With Ronald Reagan cam ­ 
paigning for the Repu blican nom­ 
ination and Senator Jack son cam ­ 
paigning for the Democratic one, 
k eeping Kissinger’s Sov iet policy 
clear of d omestic politics is not 
going to be easy in the nex t 11 
months. 
If the encroachment of politics 
on foreign policy goes bey ond 
reasonable bou nd s, K issinger 
may d ecid e to go. He can feel the 
encroachment; when v agu e news 
stories to his d etriment seep ou t 
from u nnamed “White Hou se 
sou rces,” he can read the signs. 
He had no “plan” to leav e the 
Ad ministration, he said at his 
press conference, bu t he ad d ed 
that foreign policy cou ld be con­ 
d u cted “only with au thority ,” a 
rem ark sy mptomatic of his pres­ 
ent mood . 
The other possibility is that 
Presid ent Ford may d ecid e that 
Kissinger’s policies are getting in 
the way of his election campaign, 
in which case Kissinger might 
hav e to go. 
His protection against getting 
the Schlesinger treatm ent con­ 
sists chiefly in the fact that he re­ 
mains incomparably the ou t­ 
stand ing member of the Ford Ad ­ 
ministration in the ey es of the 
cou ntry and of the world . His d if­ 
ficu lty is that his chief foreign- 
policy projects are of a long-term 
k ind —“coex istence,” or whatev ­ 
er it is to be called : the long, hard 
slog toward a Palestine settle­ 
ment; 
the slow reconciliation 
with Clhina—while the rhy thm of 
the presid ential term now fav ors 
only shortterm thou ghts. 
Withou t this corner office in 
the White Hou se Mr. Kissinger is 
not so well placed to k eep the d i­ 
v id ing line between politics and 
foreign policy as sharp in the 
Presid ent’s mind as he wou ld lik e 
it to be. As is his way , for the pu b­ 
lic ear he d ismisses “a particu lar 
bu reau cratic stru ctu re” as u nim­ 
portant. 
The manner in which the case 
of Daniel Patrick Moy nihan, the 
American representativ e at the 
United Nations, u nfold ed is one il­ 
lu stration of how bu reau cratic 
stru ctu res can m atter. 
Moy nihan’s policy of answer­ 
ing back has brou ght its ex pected 
reaction, which, howev er, was 
rather u nex pected ly reinforced 
by ex pressions of d istatste for the 
Moy nihan sty le from the British 
and French d elegations. 
A speech to an u nofficial grou p 
by the British representativ e, 
Iv or Richard , read by ev ery bod y 
ex cept the British as a d irect at­ 
tack on Moy nihan, cau sed Moy ni­ 
han to d ecid e to resign—not be­ 
cau se of the failu re of the state 
d epartm ent and of Kissinger to 
reply to it. 
In the cou ntry , howev er, Moy ­ 
nihan’s d enu nciations of the third 
world hav e alread y mad e him 
popu lar and hav e cau sed him to 
acq u ire a political weight of his 
own. His resignation was the last 
thing Presid ent Ford ’s political 
ad v isers wanted , least of all in 
su ch a cau se, least of all on the 
d ay after Ronald Reagan d e­ 
clared himself a cand id ate for the 
R epu blic presid ential nom ina­ 
tion. 


U.S. aid: always 
on wrong side

Something is rad ically wrong 
with ou r foreign aid program . 
The objectiv e in many —per­ 
haps most—cases is to enable in­ 
d epend ent cou ntries to hold on to 
their ind epend ence, and to stu btly 
encou rage those internal changes 
which mak e for better liv es for 
the people of those land s. These 
objectiv es bolster U.S. secu rity in 
that they help foster a more sta­ 
ble world and help ensu re the po­ 
litical - economic - military bal­ 
ance is not hopelessly tilted 
toward the totalitarian states. 
We su cceed ed in these aims 
rem ark ably well in the original 
Marshall Plan for the recov ery of 
Western Eu rope. Bu t we hav e 
since d one poorly in other areas of 
the world . 
Most recent inv asions and to­ 
talitarian tak eov ers hav e been in­ 
v ited by internal instabilities—or 
by economic cond itions and gov ­ 
ernment competency d egenerat­ 
ing so stead ily that citizens lost 
hope. Or they hav e been triggered 
by some grou p in the area with a 
long history of su ffering. 
Thou gh the Israeli-Arab con­ 
flict is of a d iffereent ty pe, here 
again the instability , economic 
pov erty and lack of hope within 
the scattered Palestinian com­ 
mu nities has been an age-long 
sore which led to terrorism and 
ex acerbated the tensions between 
Jews and Arabs. 
Hav ing cov ered foreign aid in 
d etaU since the original Marshall 
Plan, I hav e been su rprised and 
shock ed that in the cou ntries we 
aid ed in recent y ears, we hav e 
spent far too little in technological 
assistance for improv ements in 
gov ernment, ed u cation and eco­ 
nomic growth for the citizen and 
far too mu ch in prov id ing or sell­ 
ing 
a rm s—which 
freq u ently 
mad e ev en more weapons essen­ 
tial in the end if the cou ntry being 
assisted was to be sav ed . 
Ev en where improv ed d efens­ 
es are need ed , what’s req u ired to 
nip conflict in the bu d , more often 
than not, is an improv ed police 
force and constabu lary . That in­ 


clu d es im prov ed techniq u es, 
eq u ipment, organization and atti­ 
tu d e. The inefficient, blu nd ering, 
strong-arming police sy stems in . 
many of the cou ntries which r e - . 
q u ire assistance are an open inv i-'^ 
tationto rebellion. 
Despite this logic, ou r cu t­ 
back s in foreign secu rity assist­ 
ance hav e focu sed heav ily in ou r ’ 
police technical training pro-" 
gram s. Step by step we hav e, 
eliminated them completely . 


A relativ ely small amou nt of 
persistent, highly selectiv e politi­ 
cal and economic technical as-- 
sistance to Sou th Vietnam in the 
12-y ear period before we became 
fatally inv olv ed , wou ld hav e been 
more effectiv e in maintaining the * 
ind epend ence of that area, and 
m u ch cheaper, than send ing 
troops or the costly attempts to 
bu ild schools, economic v iability 
and better gov ernment in the 
mid st of a shooting war. A clean-. 
u p of the Sou th Vietnamese police , 
sy stem in those early pre-U.S. in­ 
v olv em ent y ears cou ld hav e* 
work ed wond ers. 
Tod ay , in the Mid d le East, d e­ 
spite the mu ltimillions in OPEC 
oil money av ailable here and 
there in the area, the amou nt of 
basic technical aid the U.S. is 
su pply ing in the braod areas of 
gov ernment, economic planning 
and policies, is u nfortu nately 
small. 
Egy pt’s Anwar Sad at, who ap­ 
parently has mad e it clear to se­ 
lected Americans that he prefers 
priv ate inv estment to gov ern­ 
ment assistance, will welcome 
both. In his interest and ou rs, 
Egy pt need s a better technical 
u nd erstand ing of what regu la­ 
tions and internal cond itions are 
best su ited for attracting major 
capital inv estments by American, 
Japanese and West Eu ropean 
firms. 
This technical assistance need 
not be costly . It can, if properly 
d one, d ecrease the lik elihood of 
conflict in many instances, and 
can work to the ad v antage of both 
the 
U.S. 
and u nd erd ev eloped 
cou ntries. 
National schizophrenia 
over Bicentennial?

The nearer the nation ap­ 
proaches the 200th anniv ersary of 
its birth, the less su re Americans 
seem to be abou t where their 
cou ntry has been, where it stand s 
tod ay and what cou rse they want 
it to tak e as it embark s on its third 
centu ry . 
This aimlessness, the absence 
of a u nify ing sense of pu rpose, is 
reflected in the way Bicentennial 
observ ances are being left by d e­ 
fau lt of the lead ership in Wash­ 
ington to whatev er people want to 
d o on the local lev el. There will be 
no grand iose fair and celebration 
lik e that staged in Philad elphia in 
1876 when Americans prou d ly , if 
naiv ely , d isplay ed before 
the 
world their past accom plish­ 
ments and fu tu re hopes. 
In its more ex treme manifes­ 
tations, it is almost as if we hav e 
become possessed by a k ind of na­ 
tional schizophrenia. Not only 
was the Presid ent of the United 
States tau nted by rad ical heck ­ 
lers last April at Concord , Mass., 
where the American ad v entu re 
began 200 y ears ago; he has since 
then had two close bru shes with 
assassination. Yet ev en he seems 
to think it is better that we risk 
losing a presid ent ev ery few 
y ears 
than 
cu rtail 
any bod y ’s 
right to k eep and bear arms. 
It is significant of something 
that the antiheroines of the d ay 
are an 
u nbalanced L y nette 
Fromme and Sarah Jane Moore, 
sharing the national spotlight 
with a thorou ghly confu sed Id d - 
napee-cu m-rev olu tionary 
P atri­ 
cia Hearst. 
Bu t then, hav en’t we been a 
thorou ghly confu sed nation for at 
least a d ecad e? 


We send 55,000 y ou ng men to 
their d eaths in a fu tile effort to 
stop commu nism in a small Asian 
cou ntry , ev en while hailing ap­ 
proaches to accommod ation with 
the Sov iet Union and China. 
The inflation set in motion by 
that war continu es to eat away at* 
ou r economic and social su b-, 
stance, y et d isgru ntled work ers 
at the Washington Post d estroy 
the v ery presses that bring them 
their liv elihood . 
Meanwhile, in Kansas City , 
strik ing firemen are accu sed of 
setting fires and sabotaging fire­ 
fighting eq u ipment. How far we 
hav e come from the d ay s when 
Calv in Coolid ge, as gov ernor of 
Massachu setts d u ring a strik e of 
Boston policemen, cou ld d eclare, 
“There is no right to strik e 
against the pu blic safety by any ­ 
bod y , any where, any time”—and 
mad e it stick . 
Well, may be things will begin 
to get straightened ou t in 19 76 ,' 
when Americans hav e the nex t 
opportu nity to ex press their will 
in national elections. 
It is more than strange. It is, 
as we su ggested , schizoid . 
Bu t then, hasn’t ou r whole his­ 
tory been one of d issatisfaction, 
conflict and tu rmoil, pu nctu ated 
by wars, assassinations and eco­ 
nomic crises? We ev en fou ght a 
bitter war between ou rselv es and 
emerged the better 
and the 
stronger for it. 
It may , after all, be fitting that 
the Bicentennial is tu rning ou t to 
be a d o-y ou r-own-thing affair. 
That is how this cou ntry was bu ilt 
and why it was bu ilt, and it is 
what Americans hav e been d oing 
for 200 y ears—and not, on the 
whole, d oing bad ly .

“ Managers have inflated po­ 
sition descriptions, pressured 
classifiers to overgrade posi­ 
tions and have been reluctant 
to downgrade overgraded posi­ 
tions. 
In 
addition, 
some 
agencies have failed to insure 
adequate control over classi­ 
fication practices.” the GAO 


says. 
The report said that in 1949 
the average white-collar gov­ 
ernment grade was GS5, paying 
between $3,100 and $4,225, de­ 
pending on length of service. 
The average grade now is 
GS7, paying from $11,046 to 
$14,358, the GAO said. 


The report made no estimate 
of how' much the practice is 
costing the taxpayers. 
“ Although many GS positions 
are overgraded, the extent of 
overgrading is not known,” the 
report said. 


However, it quoted a 1971 es­ 
timate by the Office of Manage­ 
ment and Budget that each one- 
tenth increase in grade average 
cost $175 million at 1971 pay 
and benefit levels.

“He said h e didn’t want to 
talk any m ore, th at h e h ad to 
prove h e h ad th e guts to do it. 
Th en h e jum ped and I dived 
after h im ,” said Hoedl. 
Wh en th e m an jumped, th e 
bath room Hoedl is building off 
h is daugh ter’s room entered 
into th e police officer’s mind, 
but h is arm s m anaged to reach 
out and grab Cornstubble in th e 
air. 
Th e sergeant h ung from th e 
rope, two or th ree feet below 
th e ledge, wh ile Cornstubble 
tried to kick h is way free. 
“He was struggling so much 
th at at one point I was h olding 
h im by one arm . I grabbed h is 
sh irt but h e started sliding out 


of it. FinaUy I got a finger 
th rough one of h is belt loops. 
“ I h aven’t been th at cold 
since Korea,” said th e 40-y ear- 
old Hoedl. ‘‘My fingers were so 
numb I couldn’t feel th em . But 
it’s a h ell of a feeling wh en y ou 
know y ou’re h olding a m an’s 
life and it’s slipping aw ay .” 
Hoedl finally regained h is 
footing on th e ledge and pulled 
th e man up, wrapping h is arm s 
around th e m an’s ch est. 
During th e h our or so th at 
Hoedl h eld th e struggling man 
th ey slipped from th e ledge 
several times. Each tim e th e 
rope caugh t Hoedl and h e kept 
h is grip on Cornstubble. 
“ I told h im, ‘I’m 40 y ears old 
and th is cold is killing me, but 
one of us is going to freeze to 
death before I let y ou go.’ 
“ At one point h e said to me 
someth ing like, ‘Wh y do y ou 
care about a long-h air like 
m e?’ I told h im th at I h ad a 
son with long h air and th at th e 
fact th at h e was anoth er person 
m ade h im worth saving.” 
Finally , a firem an and anoth ­ 
er police officer worked th eir 
way onto th e ledge. Th ey sub­ 
dued th e man and h e was lifted 
to safety by a rope. 
Hoedl was too num b to climb 
th e ladder to safety and was 
pulled up by th e rope. He suf­ 
fered bruises and rope bum s on 
h is ribs, a wrench ed sh oulder 
and scraped knees. 
Cornstubble was h eld over­ 
nigh t in th e W estern Missouri 
Mental Health Center.

W einberg, director of th e In­ 
stitute of Energy Analy sis at 
Oak Ridge, Tenn., told fellow 
scientists Tuesday th at prob­ 
lem s in creating safe nuclear 
v,nergy can be corrected. 
“ Anti-nukes,” h e said, “h ave 
called for abolish m ent of nucle­ 
a r energy efforts because of 
problem s at some installations, 
but I believe th e deficiencies 
are fix able and m any of th em 
indeed h ave been f ix ^ .” 
Weinberg spoke at a sy m­ 
posium on th e Socially Repon- 
sible Scientist and Public Pol­ 
icy h eld at th e University of 
Ch icago in h onor of th e late 
Jam es Franck, a German-born 
Nobel Prize-winning ph y sicist 
wh o em igrated to th e United 
States 
to 
escape 
Nazism. 
Franck was ch airm an of a 
com m ittee wh ich recommended 
th e 
atomic 
bomb 
not 
be 
dropped on Japan until its pow­ 
er first was dem onstrated to 
Japanese officials. 
Weinberg adm itted “Th ere 
h ave been faults and th ere are 
faults in nuclear tech nology .” 
But wh at is needed, h e said, is 
pressure on th e establish m ent— 
th ose in policy -making posi­ 
tions—to correct ex isting defi­ 
ciencies. 


“Th ere h ave been faults and 
th ere are faults in nuclear tech ­ 
nology ,”h e said, adding th at re­ 
cent accidents at nuclear reac­ 
tors never sh ould h ave oc­ 
curred. 
Th e ph y sicist also was criti­ 
cal ■ of scientists wh o do not 
m ake clear wh en th ey speak 
publicly 
wh eth er 
th ey 
are 
speaking with scientific certain­ 
ty or on wh at h e called “trans- 
scientific issues.” 


For ex ample, h e said, scien­ 
tists can predict th e decay rate 
of nuclear wastes, but th ey can­ 
not predict social stability in 
th e 
future 
wh ich 
would 
safeguard th ose wastes, nor 
can th ey predict possible earth ­ 
q uakes wh ich would disrupt 
th em. 
But th ey do not alway s differ­ 
entiate between th eir scientific 
knowledge and views on politi­ 
cal and social issues, h e said. 
Anoth er speaker, Dr. Robert 
R. Wilson, director of Fermi 
National Laboratory at Ba­ 
tavia, argued th at scientists 
sh ould reserve for th emselves 
th e “sam e righ ts of irrespons­ 
ibility and foolish ness th at oth ­ 
er men h ave.” 
It is a my th , h e said, th at sci­ 
entists 
differ 
from 
oth ers. 
Th ere is great variation among 
th ose wh o are scientists, h e 
said. “Scientists, like oth ers, 
h ave th e righ t to foolish ness as 
well as to wisdom.”

Bloomington, Norma l s ha re ma na ge r

BLOOMINGTON, 111. (A P) - 
David Anderson is Blooming­ 
ton’s city manager, and under 
a unique experiment in metro­ 
politan government, he’s also 
city manager for adjoining Nor­ 
mal. He has two offices, two 
secretaries, and keeps separate 
appointment books in each of­ 
fice. 
Anderson daily spends a half­ 
day in each city hall, acting as 
chief administrative officer for 
two cities. 
“ One of the biggest diffi­ 
culties is just keeping up with 
the sheer magnitude of the ac­ 
tivities,” says Anderson, 38, 
who has 15 years’ experience in 
city 
government. 


The experiment jelled this 
summer when Bloomington’s 
old city manager resigned. An­ 
derson had served as Normal 
city manager since 1969, and 
Bloomington officials suggested 
that the two communities start 
sharing him on a half-time 
basis. The arrangement began 
in Ju ly as a 90-day experiment 
and was extended in October 
for another 90 days. 
“ They are starting with two 
strong viable communities, and 
they are using this as a means 
of drawing the two commu­ 
nities together, which in itself 
is unique,” said Donald Borut, 
a spokesman for the Inter­ 
national City Management As­ 
sociation in Washington. 
Proponents say the major ad- 


vantage is that Anderson knows 
first-hand the policies and oper­ 
ations of both governments. He 
attends council meetings in 
both cities, and thus is able to 
head off intergovernment mis­ 
understandings. 
“ It ’s consistently little things, 
but these are the kind of things 
that 
used 
to 
get 
us 
into 
trouble,” said Carol Reitan, 
Normal mayor. 
More explosive is the ques­ 
tion of where the experiment 
w ill lead. Geographically, a 
road known as Division Street 
is all that sets the two commu­ 
nities apart, and Bloomington 
Mayor Walter Bittner sees ap­ 
pointment of a metromanager 
as a hopeful step toward merg­ 
er. 


But in 1965 and 1970, voters of 
both cities turned down propos­ 
als for unification and the issue 
remains a touchy one, particu­ 
larly in smaller Normal. 
Bloomington has a population 
of about 41,000, compared with 
32,000 for Normal, but the Nor­ 
mal figure includes an esti­ 
mated 14,000 students attending 
Illinois State University. 
“ I ’m afraid if we had a 
merger of the two towns Nor­ 
mal would be swallowed up. I 
think Normal would be run as a 
suburb of Bloomington,” said 
Ralph Wrench, a Normal City 
Councilman who was the only 
member of either council to 
vote against renewing the met­ 
romanager arrangement. 
Merger or no, Anderson says 


he favors further consolidation 
of the the administrative ma­ 
chinery of the two cities. He’d 
like to see sim ilar city depart­ 
ments in both cities with a 
single director, and some de­ 
partments combined from top 
to bottom. 
The two city councils have di­ 
rected Anderson to study the 
possibility of further consoli­ 
dation, and hope to decide by 
mid-1976 whether to put the 
metromanager concept to a ref­ 
erendum. 
“ The potential for saving 
money is there, simply because 
of not having to increase staff 
size or not having to purchase 
a piece of equipment that could 
be shared between the two 
cities,..’ said Anderson.

CHICAGO (A P) — A demon­ 
stration project on solar heat­ 
ing will be erected on aging 
Navy Pier as part of a $7.5 m il­ 
lion rehabilitation of the once- 
great port facility into a cultur­ 
al and recreation center.

In the first half of the century 
it was a landmark, the major 
terminal for ships plying the 
Great Lakes.

Gov. Daniel Walker has asked 
a Circuit Court to help him en­ 
force 
his 
school 
aid 
veto 
against the state Board of Edu­ 
cation. 
In a suit filed Tuesday, W alk­ 
er asked the court to bar the 
board from paying out funds to 
aid local districts at a rate that 
would exhaust the state aid 
available before the end of the 
school year. 
The board acted earlier to ig­ 
nore W alker’s cut of $81 million 
in direct aid to schools and pro­ 
ceed with its plan to pay the 
districts at the rate specified 
by the General Assembly. 
Walker chopped $142 million 
from the school aid budget, $81 
million in direct aid and the 
rest in special grants. The leg- 


islature refused this fall to re­ 
store $116.7 million of the funds 
vetoed. 
State schools Supt. Joseph M. 
Cronin said he hoped the legis­ 
lature would appropriate more 
aid in the spring session to 
keep the fund from drying up 
before the end of the school 
year. 


Walker argued in his suit that 
the board action is 
uncon­ 
stitutional under a provision of 
the Illinois Constitution that 
says: “ School districts shall in­ 
cur obligations for payment or 
make payment from public 
funds only as authorized by law 
or ordinance.” 
Named as defendant in the 
suit is Jack Witkowski, chair­ 
man of the Board of Education.

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old strays of his own at his 
home in this suburb northwest 
of Chicago. “ My goal is to es­ 
tablish a national membership 
in the Society of St. Francis 
and get it on a break-even foot­ 
ing.”

“ Another lost dog had a rabies 
tag from Miami. I called a vet 
down there, but the address he 
gave me was no good. I went 
through some Chicago area 
phone directories. In one I 
found a sim ilar last name that 
was on the tag but a different 
first name. It turned out to be 
the name of a couple taking 
care of the dog for their son who 
was in college in Florida.”

HOUSTON (A P) — You’re 6 
years old, and you’ve been in 
bed, in a hospital, day after 
day, for weeks and weeks. 
You don’t understand what 
you’ve done wrong, but for 
some reason people are doing 
things to you that hurt. Today 
they stuck you with needles, 
and tomorrow it’ll be the same. 
Who knows what they’ll do the 
next day. 
You don’t get to see your 
friends, you can’t run and jump 
or go to school and even your 
mother and father are acting 
differently. 
Life’s no fun any more, but 
just pain and strangers and 
long, long hours of boredom. 
Somehow, 
it 
doesn’t 
seem 
worth it. Why go on and on and 
on? 
This, say doctors, is the clas­ 
sic line of reasoning for the 
very young and chronically ill 
who are hospitalized for long 
periods of time. 
This deep despair can bring 
on withdrawal, the loss of a 
will to live and eventually 
death. 
“ All children interpret illness 
as a form of punishment,” says 
Dr. Barry Bowser, the chief of 
physical medicine at the Texas 
children’s Hospital here. 
For a child, a hospital can be 
the worst possible place to re­ 
ceive that punishment. 
“ It’s a hostile environment,” 
said Bowser. “ It’s painful. It’s

despair 


unfriendly. 
There’s 
nothing 
good that happens. So, why not 
leave any way you can. 
One way is to just lose the 
will to live and to simply fade 
out, said the doctor. 
“ Children can actually die for 
no real medical reason,” said 
Bowser. 
“ They 
just 
drift 
aw ay.” 
Finding a way to nurture that 
flickering will to live is a major 
problem for hospitals caring for 
the very young. At the Houston 
Medical 
Center, 
experts 
in 
communication and medicine 
are using television to battle 
the withdrawal syndrome of 
young patients. 
The Houston chapter of the 
American Women in Radio and 
Television, using $5,000 of its 
own funds, recently took over 
one channel of a closed circuit 
television system at the Medi­ 
cal Center and is programming 
it exclusively for sick children.

Two-class harrier 
format is approved 


BLOOMINGTON— A two-class format for the annual Illinois 
High School Association (IHSA) Boys State Cross Country Meet Se­ 
ries has been approved by the Board of Directors and will be imple­ 
mented next school year. 
Schools with enrollments of 750 students or less will compete in 
the Class A meet series, while school with enrollments of 751 or 
more will compete in the Class AA meet series. Enrollments re­ 
ported to the Illinois Office of Education for the last school day in 
September are those used in all IHSA classification purposes. In 
the case of all-boy schools the reported enrollment is doubled, and 
in the case of three-year schools an additional one-third of the re­ 
ported enrollment is added to the three-year figure to provide for 
each school’s four-year count. 
The IHSA will conduct next school year two-class competition 
for boys in cross county, golf, basketball, wrestling, and track and 
field, in addition to a five-class football playoff series. The associa­ 
tion conducts one-class competition for boys in soccer, gymnastics, 
swimming, tennis and baseball. 
The Class A Cross Country Series will begin at the District level 
at 12 sites. The top five finishing teams, and the top five individuals 
not members of advancing teams, at the Districts will advance to 
four Sectionals. Again the top five finishing teams and the top five 
individuals not members of advancing teams will earn berths in the 
State Final Meet. That will allow for 20 teams and 20 individuals at 
the Class A State Final Meet. 
The Class AA Series will begin at 15 Districts with the top five 
teams and top five individuals not members of the advancing 
teams earning berths in five Sectionals. Advancing from the Sec­ 
tionals to the State Final will be the top five finishing teams at each 
Sectional, plus the top five individuals not members of advancing 
teams. At the same time, two teams and the top five individuals not 
members of the advancing teams from the Chicago Public League 
Qualifying Meet advance to the State Final. A total of 27 teams and 
25 individuals will compete in the Class AA State Final Meet. 
Both State Final Meets are scheduled to be conducted at the 
same site on the same weekend, but time schedules and other ad­ 
ministrative details have yet to be worked out.

A successful ca mpa ig n to win 
the ba ttle o f the bulg e includes 
bo th a n ex ercise pro g ra m di­ 
rected to wa rd y o ur trunk mus­ 
cles, a nd a pro per diet pro ­ 
g ra m. Go o d po sture helps, 
a lso . 
Yo ur pro blem is different be­ 
ca use o f y o ur rheuma to id a r­ 
thritis. Yo ur a bdo men is dis­ 
tended with fluid fro m y o ur 
medicines. Predniso ne a nd o th­ 
er co rtiso ne medicines tend to 
ca use a bdo mina l o besity .

I a m no t ho peful tha t ex ercise 
will help reduce y o ur a bdo men 
a ny mo re tha n it will a perso n 
who ha s a bdo mina l o besity 
which is no t co rrected. Yo u 
ma y g et so me a dv a nta g e by 
streng thening y o ur a bdo mina l 
muscles to a limited deg ree. 
Yo u ca n pra ctice tig htening 
a nd rela x ing y o ur a bdo mina l 
muscles while ly ing do wn, 
while sitting o r ev en while 
sta nding . 
Repea ted co ntra c­ 
tio ns will help y o u ma inta in the 
streng th o f y o ur muscles. Do n’t 
o v erdo it a t the sta rt. 
Depending o n the sta tus o f 
y o ur hips a nd g enera l hea lth, 
y o u mig ht a lso be a ble to do sit- 
ups o r leg lifts. These two ty pes 
o f ex ercise a re the o nes mo st 
co mmo nly used to streng then 
the a bdo men.
